Some scientists believe that the legends 
surrounding the two types of monsters 
began as crude explanations for a rare 
blood disease, said Kent Thomas, a visit- 
ing biology instructor at Wichita State 
University. 

Porphyria, often called “the vampire dis- 
ease,” causes an aversion to garlic, 
extreme photosensitivity and a craving for 
blood. 

Thomas, who has studied the stories of 
werewolf- and vampire-like creatures for a

decade, says he has found that the so- 
called werewolves were usually peasants 
and vampires were usually noblemen who 
likely suffered from the disease. 

Sunlight can cause extreme pain, blister- 
ing and the growth of excessive body hair 
for porphyria sufferers. Noblemen: with the 
disease were able to avoid the sun and 
became pale, castle recluses, Thomas said. 

Members of the peasant class had to 
work in the fields, where they risked grow- 
ing hair, like a werewolf, Thomas said. In 
advanced cases, the skin or entire body 
parts may be shed. 

“Tt will look like they-are melting, 
Thomas said. 

Today, those with porphyria can lead 
normal lives with medication. The disease 
affects one out of 100,000 people, he said.

Weaver anda friend, Kevin L. Harris, 
were acquitted of charges that they killed 
a federal marshal during a shootout that 
led to the FBI siege. 

Kahoe’s plea is the latest development 
in a series of problems for the FBI. 

On Tuesday, FBI director Louis Freeh 
disclosed he has opened a pair of internal 
investigations into whether the FBI 
leaked the name of security guard 
Richard Jewell as a suspect in the 
Olympic bombing and tried to trick him

into confessing. Jewell has since been 
cleared as a suspect by the Justice 
Department. " 

The FBT also has been criticized by 
Republicans over the White House han- 
dling of FBI background files on top 
Republicans. 

As head of the FBI’s violent crimes and 
major offenders section, Kahoe was 
responsible for preparing a critique of the 
‘FBI’s performance at Ruby Ridge. Such 
reports are typically compiled after every 
violent.encounter involving federal 
agents. 

The report criticized the FBI’s conduct 
of the case: It was FBI sharpshooters who 
killed Weaver’s wife, Vicki. 

“Tt was recognized at the time that the

Some people who work at BYU don’t need to carry beard 
cards in order to wear their whiskers on campus. 
Since the beginning of the renovation and construction pro- 
jects on the Wilkinson Center, Harold B. Lee Library, and 
Carl F. Eyring Science Center, BYU’s campus has been dot- 
ted with the hard hats of construction workers, electricians 
and traffic controllers. 
Although they may dress differently than the aspiring pro- 
fessionals.on campus, construction workers are professionals 
in their own fields, said Bob Irons, an electrician from 
Winward Electrical-who is working on the library. 
“There’s schooling involved in all of it,” Irons said. “We’ve 
walked the halls.” 
Working on BYU presents a challenge because most areas 
under construction are still functioning, Irons said. “It’s dif- 
ferent working in buildings that are still open and have peo- 
ple and students coming in and out,” he said. 
Although most students more or less ignore the workers, the 
students are not too cautious with their backpacks, Irons said. 
“They hit us with their bookbags a lot,” he said. “They 
don’t realize we’re there. The students can’t control their 
bookbags, but we’ve got 5 feet of pipe on our shoulders that 
we’re trying to move without hitting anyone.” 
Irons said the first comment which caught him off guard 
was an expression of thanks froma student. A female stu- 
dent, while passing by, thanked Irons and his co-workers for 
the work they were doing. 
“Tt was nice to even be spoken to and not ignored,’ 


Construction workers are not required to adhere to the BYU 
Honor Code while on campus, but they are asked to watch 
their language, Irons said. 

’ Susan Greenlee, an electrician from Winward Electrical, 
likes the positive influence of working on BYU’s campus, 
partly because she is LDS. She cited the fact that smoking for 
construction workers is only allowed near the construction 
trailers and not in occupied areas. 

“Tf it has any people in it, they can’t smoke,” Greenlee said. 
“Some of the workers may smoke, but they’re still decent 
people.” 

Although the construction is an inconvenience in some 
aspects, there haven’t been any major problems, Greenlee 
said. She encouraged students to take note of the signs and 
roped-off areas. “It’s for their protection as well as ours,” 
she said.

Assistant U.S. Attorney Eric W.

Kahoe, a 25-year FBI veteran, faces up 
to 10 years in prison and a $250,000 fine 
in connection with his felony plea. 

U.S. Attorney Mike Stiles said Kahoe is 
cooperating with the government’s inves- 
tigation but declined to elaborate. 

“The guilty plea proceeding speaks’ for 
itself,” Stiles said. “A serious matter has 
been resolved with Mr. Kahoe’s guilty 
plea this morning.” 

Kahoe, who had been suspended with 
pay until last Tuesday when the criminal 
information was filed, will officially 
resign from the FBI by Jan. 1, 1997, 
Stiles said.

The administration’s decision allowing students to con- 
tinue wearing shorts to the knee has reminded many stu- 
dents of the Honor Code and the commitment they made 
when they came to BYU. 

In addition to students signing the Honor Code on their 
BYU application, each spring all continuing students 
recommit. to the Honor Code by filling out an ecclesiasti- 
cal endorsement and by having an interview with their 
bishop or ecclesiastical leader. 

Many students feel a strong responsibility to uphold their 
commitment. “I

majoring in family history. “If you want the right type of 
environment, you’ve got to have rules to uphold it.” 

Some students feel:commitment to the Honor Code is 
important on some issues, but feel other points are 'unnec- 
essary. Shorts one inch above the knee and not being clean 
shaven are often considered inconsequential issues. One. 
student commented he thinks only the parts of the code 
that overlap with the commandments should be stressed. 

President Spencer W. Kimball addressed this attitude at 
an “On My Honor” BYU Devotional Sept. 12, 1978: 
“Please note that I have used the word covenant regarding 
the promise you made when registering at the university. 
That’s. a sacred word, and I-use it with all of its special 
spiritual force. I realize that you may not agree fully with 
our code for dress and behavior. Perhaps you do not agree 
with it at all. You may think it old-fashioned or unneces- 
sary or bothersome, but the simple fact of the matter is 
that the code exists under the direction of those responsi- 
ble for the university, and you have promised ‘on your 
honor’ to abide by that standard.” 

The Honor Code stipulates the following: being honest, 
chaste, virtuous, obeying the law, using clean language, 
respecting others, abstaining from gambling, alcoholic 
beverages, tobacco, tea, coffee and drug abuse, adhering 
tothe dress and grooming standards and abiding by the 
residential living standards. 

The Honor Code also suggests that modesty and cleanli- 
ness are important values that reflect personal dignity and 
integrity. Clothing should be modest in fabric, fit, and 
style. Skirts and shorts should be knee-length or lower. 
Strapless, sleeveless and revealing clothing is not appro- 
priate. 

Also, men’s hair should be cut above the collar and 
above the ears. Beards are unacceptable, except for med- 
ical. reasons, and mustaches should be neatly trimmed. 
Earrings for men are unacceptable. Hair styles should be 
clean and neat avoiding extreme styles. All students in 
university-approved housing are required to abide by these

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BYU’s nuclear reactor license terminated 


BYU can now put its old nuclear reactor site to another use. 

The U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission said in a news release Tuesday 
that it has terminated BYU’s license for a closed research reactor and released 
the former reactor site for other uses. 

BYU first asked the NRC in 1990 for permission to dismantle the reactor and 
dispose of its parts. 

BYU began dismantling the reactor in 1992 and shipped the nuclear fuel to a 
Department of Energy facility. 

Tests have shown that residual radioactive contamination has been cleaned up 
to meet NRC criteria, the agency said in the news release. 


Rare vampire repellent kit sells for $20,700 


SAN FRANCISCO — A vampire repellent kit took a bite out of a New York 
man’s wallet Tuesday. 

The man successfully bid $20,700 for the rare case complete with stake, 
poisons, pistol and dagger. His telephone offer beat out two other bidders in an 
auction of a European furniture collection. The Butterfield & Butterfield auc- 
tion house would not identify the buyer of the 19th-century case, believed to 
have been taken from a European hotel by a U.S. serviceman during World 
War II. 

The decorated wooden box includes several crucifixes, bottled poison liq- 
uids, medical tools, wooden stake, etched steel dagger and a Queen Anne-style 
flintlock pistol-with pewter balls. 

Also in the kit is a mirror with a handle designed as a coffin lid, candles and 
a leather-bound book of incantations printed in German. 


Sonic boom may ‘startle’ wildlife in 1999 


DUGWAY — Hurtling toward ground at 11,000 miles an hour, the giant X- 
33 experimental vehicle will generate a sonic boom loud enough to break win- 
dows, according to NASA. 

But since few windows will be in the vehicle’s flight path when it comes in 
for landing at Dugway Proving Ground in 1999, the main concern is the impact 
on wildlife, particularly at the Fish Springs National Wildlife Refuge, 30 miles 
to the southwest. 

“Tt can produce a startle effect on the wildlife because it’s an unexpected, 
sharp noise,’ said Rebecca McCaleb, director of environmental engineering 
and management at Marshall Space Flight Center, Huntsville, Ala. 

McCaleb, who is writing the environmental impact statement for the X-33 
and the proposal to use the Army base in Utah’s west desert as one of its land- 
ing fields, is speaking at a series of public hearings throughout Utah this week. 
One was held at Dugway Monday night. 


USOC, SLOC still working on marketing plan 


SALT LAKE CITY — Negotiations on a joint marketing agreement between 
the Salt Lake Olympic Organizing Committee and the U.S. Olympic 
Committee may go right up to the Dec. 31 deadline, negotiators acknowledged. 

“Tt’s pretty complicated,” said John Krimsky, USOC marketing director. “You 
take one step, and there’s another issue that comes up. But we’re making good 
progress.” 

_Krimsky and president of the Salt Lake committee, Tom Welch, have been 
meeting while in Indianapolis for USOC meetings this week, The Salt Lake 
Tribune reported. 

Earlier in October, organizers of the 2002 Winter Olympics told the 
International Olympic Committee that they had reached an “agreement in prin- 
ciple” with the USOC on the joint-marketing plan. 

* The deal, which covers 1997-2004, will spell out how the committees share 
the money from the sale of corporate sponsorship and trademark licensing. 

The agreement will give Utah organizers early access to cash they will need 
to put on the games, with more of the later revenue going to the USOC.

Chinese pro-democracy leader gets 11 yeany

BEIJING — In a secretive trial lasting less than 
four hours, China Wednesday convicted a leader of 
the 1989 Tiananmen pro-democracy protests of try- 
ing to overthrow the Communist government. 

Wang Dan, 27, was found guilty of “conspiring to 
subvert the Chinese government” and sentenced to 
11 years in prison, the state-run Xinhua News 
Agency said. 

The guilty verdict was almost a foregone conclusion 
— most criminal trials in China result in convictions. 

Xinhua said Wang, who spent 3 1/2 years in 
prison for his 1989 activities, had violated his 
parole, colluded with hostile overseas organizations 
and endangered state security. He allegedly com- 
mitted those crimes by writing essays critical of the 
government, aiding other dissidents in financial dif- 
ficulties and accepting foreign aid. 

Xinhua accused Wang of colluding with Wei 
Jingsheng. Wei, one of the country’s boldest advo- 


cates of democracy and human rights, was convict- 
ed in December of trying to overthrow the govern- 
ment and sentenced to 14 years in prison. 

The government has all but crushed the dissident 
movement in recent years. It has tried and sen- 
tenced most activists or detained them for up to 
three years in labor camps without trials. 

Wang was detained in May 1995. He was only 
formally arrested and indicted on Oct. 3. He is 
thought to be in poor health, suffering from throat 
and prostate ailments. During his 17-month-long 
detention, he was not allowed to see relatives until 
this month, when his mother was permitted one 
visit because she was one of two people allowed to 
defend him. 

Wang Lingyun said her son wants to appeal the 
verdict. 

“His actions were not criminal,” she said in a tele- 
phone interview. “This is so inconceivable.” 

Although it said the trial was “public,” the govern- 
ment ignored international protests and kept the 


proceedings secret, refusing to admit for 
observers or journalists. Police cordoned of; 
courthouse early Wednesday. — 

Court officials contacted by phone declined gi 
ment. However, Xinhua quoted presiding Judg: 
Yue as saying the trial had been “open, fair)! 
legitimate.” 

Because of the government’s tight contr¢ 
information, those who had heard of Wangyit 
thought he had been in prison all along and 
surprised to hear he was on trial again. 

“The sad thing is that nobody knows,” said 
guide, who would not give his name for fear of 
ernment reprisals. “The student movement was 
a big thing that nobody can forget it. Just be 
we don’t talk about it openly, doesn’t mea 
don’t care.” 

“This is a cynical and vindictive verdict. The Bi

ment regulation and reform our civil 
courts. The extra bonus ... is that it does 
not require cuts in overall government 
spending from current levels.” 

Many BYU economics professors say 
the issue of wages isn’t as cut and dry 
as it may seem. 

“The classic argument that’s made in 
economics is that, in a lot of jobs, the 
minimum wage issue is meaningless,” 
said Kerk Phillips, professor of eco- 
nomics. “In those industries where the 
price floor is binding, what you’re 
going to end up with is a lot of people 


that would like to take jobs and a short- 
age of jobs. Raising the minimum wage 
is something that would eventually cost 
jobs as employers are less and less like- 
ly to hire more employees because of 
that price floor.” 


Phillips said that for those employees — 


keeping a current job, there will be an 
increase in hourly wages. However, for 
those people seeking jobs or those 
unemployed, the apparent benefit of 
increasing minimum wages is harmful 
rather than helpful. 

“You could be an unemployed worker

dress and grooming standards. 

Finally, visitors of the opposite sex 
are only permitted in bedroom areas 
of Deseret Towers and Helaman Halls 
during established visiting hours. 
Visitors of the opposite sex are only 
permitted in apartment kitchens but 
not in bedrooms or bathrooms in 
Heritage Halls. 

The Honor Code extends to off-cam- 
pus housing also. Visitors of the oppo- 
site sex are permitted in living rooms 
and kitchens but not in sleeping areas of 
apartments that house singles. Visiting 
hours may begin at 9 a.m. and extend 
until midnight. Friday night hours may 
extend to 1:30 a.m. This applies to all 
university-approved housing with single 
students. 

“We would hope that you would not 
spend your time banging your heads 
against these regulations. They are not 
designed to create dissension or to 
make you unhappy or angry. Please 
respect them as you would any tool 
and use them for their intended pur- 
pose ... ,” said President Kimball in 
the same Devotional.

"The campaign is trying to be very flexible, to turn

It is not unusual for a 
presidential candidate, especial- 
ly a trailing one, to improvise a 
schedule day by day, even hour 
by hour in the.closing days of a 
campaign. It does make it diffi- 
cult for campaign workers on 
the ground to build crowds and 
deal with other logistics, includ- 
ing booking hotel rooms-and 
putting in phone lines. 

Dole is traveling with 
an entourage of about 200, 
including news media a ayes following his 
campaign. 

Dole is into the final week of his third presidential 
campaign. He unsuccessfully sought the GOP presi- 
dential nomination in 1980 and 1988 and was the 
GOP vice presidential candidate in 1976. 

Dole, who has been calling himself "the most 
optimistic man in America,” was upbeat at cam- 
paign events on Tuesday in heavily Republican 
Orange County, Calif., and in Denver. 

"Something is happening across America. The 
people are beginning to focus,” Dole told a rally at a 
convention center in Denver. "The American people 
are tuning in. They’re beginning to see what’s hap- 
pening.”

These are some of the adjustments 
Clinton wants Congress to make: 

¢ He proposes letting workers swap 
overtime pay for time off. He says 
he'll ask Congress to let employees 
take unpaid leave for doctors’ 
appointments and PTA meetings 
under an expansion of the Family and 
Medical Leave Act. 

¢ People who beat their spouses and 
children would not be able to buy 
guns under a proposed alteration of 
the Brady law. 

¢ This year Congress passed a law 
guaranteeing that Americans can 
carry health insurance from one job to 
another. Clinton says it should be 
strengthened to provide insurance for 
up to six months for people who are 
between jobs. 

e Ending welfare as we know it was 
Clinton’s goal four years ago. Now, 
he aims to fix the law he signed end- 
ing the federal guarantee of cash 
assistance to-the poor and turning 
welfare programs over to the states. 
For starters, he wants to reverse the 
ban on aid to many legal immigrants. 

Summing up Clinton’s agenda for a 
second term, Sabato said:. 

“Let’s. put it this: way: Mount 
Rushmore is safe. There will be no 
additional blasting on Mount 


Rushmore if the first Clinton adminis- — 


tration is any indication of what’s to 
come.” 

The failure of his sweeping health 
plan painfully taught the president 
that Americans are wary of govern- 
ment and doubt that it is competent. 

Even though he met his goal of 
chopping the deficit in half, Clinton 


‘has enormous budget constraints. His 


promise to balance the budget by the 
year 2002 — a difficult feat by itself 
— is complicated all the more by his 
promise to protect Medicare and 
Medicaid, education and the environ-

ment. 

Then there is Congress. Even if 
Democrats regain control of either the 
House or Senate, their margin is like- 
ly. to be so small. — and the 
Republican opposition so united — 
that Clinton’s ability to maneuver will 
be limited. 

The president also may be thrown 
on the defensive by Whitewater prose- 
cutor Kenneth Starr. And if 
Republicans hold Congress, they can 
be expected to continue harassing the 
White House with subpoenas and 
hearings. 

One reason for Clinton’s modest 
efforts to help Democrats in their 
push to retake Congress, said Norman 
Ornstein of the American Enterprise 
Institute, “is the fact that Republicans 
use their subpoena power to drive him 
nuts.” 

Foreign policy is an avenue often 
pursued by presidents when they get 
tangled in domestic troubles. In a sec- 
ond term, Clinton would be expected 
to focus more on international affairs, 
seeking elusive settlements in. the 
Middle East and in Northern Ireland. 

Already, his post-election travel 
plans are growing rapidly, with a 
November journey to. Australia, 
Thailand and the ‘Philippines for a 
summit with Pacific nations and a 
December visit to Ireland for a 
European Union summit. The presi-

Four BYU faculty members 
received achievement awards for their 
research work and continue to see 
their efforts prosper and help others. 

Larry L. St. Clair, Jerry W. Larson, 
Kim L. Smith and the late Roland K. 
Robins were honored at the annual 
research awards luncheon Oct. 17. 

St. Clair, associate curator of the 
Herbarium . of Non-vascular 
Cryptogams, was honored for out- 
standing achievement in sponsored 
research. His work involves establish- 
ing lichen biomonitoring and air qual- 
ity baselines in protected air sheds 
throughout the Intermountain West, 
said a BYU news release. 

Recently, St. Clair has finalized 
negotiations for the transfer of the 
Roger Anderson Lichen Herbarium to 
BYU. 

Larson, a professor of Spanish and 
the director of the Humanities 
Research Center, and Smith, an asso- 
ciate research consultant in the 
research center, received the 
Technology Transfer Recognition 
Award for their Computerized 
Adaptive Placement Exam. 

Larson said CAPE reduces test-tak- 
ing time from one hour to about 25 
minutes. He said the exam is a great 
help to universities and colleges in~ 
placing first-year students enrolled in 
foreign languages. 

CAPE is used by 150 universities 
and colleges, Larson said. The two 
will continue to upgrade the exam and 
include more languages. The exam is 
available for Spanish, French, 
German and Russian. 

Lynn Astle, a member of BYU’s 
Technology Transfer Office, said, 
“They were selected because they 
have made a significant contribution 
to their field.” 

Recommendations for the 
Technology Transfer Recognition 
Award come from Astle’s office and 
are then reviewed by the academic 
vice president’s council.

BYU has caught on fire. 

No, not the school, but the 
women's volleyball team. The BYU 
spikers have ignited a hot streak as 
the Cougars have blazed by their 
last 11 opponents, including a 
Tuesday night scorching of arch- 
rival Utah. 

The 11-match streak is the longest 
since 1994. Even more impressive, 
the Cougars won 29 straight games 
before dropping a 15-13 decision in 
game three of the Utah match 
Tuesday night. Before that, the last 
game loss was a 16-14 decision to 
Utah in the first game of the Oct. 4 
contest. The 29-game winning 
streak is the third longest game 
winning streak in BYU history. 

Because of injuries and a lack of 
experience, BYU started off with a 
dismal 2-6 record. However, a 
month later, the Cougars have 
recoiled back not only to a 
respectable overall record of 13-6, 
but also an impressive 8-1 WAC 
record that has them on top of the 
WAC's Mountain Division. 

"I'm pleased with the progress the 
team has made," head coach Elaine 
Michaelis said. "We started out 
with our senior Gale Johnson 
injured and out, Amy Steele com- 
ing off surgery and a freshman set- 
ter with no experience. Now Gale is 
back, Amy is getting her swing 
back and Ann-Lena Smith (setter) 
is learning the system and has 
matured as a setter, so things are 
looking good. Most of all, this team 
has great chemistry and a closeness 
that makes it fun to work with." 

Against Utah Tuesday night, the 
Cougars demonstrated their "chem- 
istry" as the Cougars burned the 
Utes 3-1. 

The Cougars came out solid by 
flaming the Utes 15-4 in the first 
game. In the second game, the spik- 
ers kept the fire going with an easy 
15-7 win. The Cougars let up on 
defense in the third game and Utah 
capitalized with a 15-13 decision.

The woman, Colleen 
Grimshaw, a Weber State 
University police dispatcher, and 
her husband had bought the tick- 
ets to the Jazz-Cleveland game 
last week for their 28th anniver- 
sary. 

But the morning of the game, 
her daughter’s best friend, 17- 
year-old Michelle Taysom, was 
killed in an automobile accident. 

“Tt was a really bad day at our 
house and [ didn’t even want to 
go to the game. I told my hus- 
band to take our son instead,” 
Grimshaw said. “But everybody 
insisted I go anyway. They said it 
would take my mind off my 
grief. 

“Instead, 15 minutes into the 

game, I started sobbing. And I 
couldn’t stop.” 
. Since the tickets were for front- 
row floor seats, her tears were 
noticed by Malone and the other 
players. Finally, he had one of 
the coaches ask Grimshaw what 
she was crying about. 

When he heard, Malone sent 
over the shoes with the message 
that he hoped they would cheer 
her up. A little bit later, he -per- 
sonally handed her his wrist 
bands. 

“It was a sweet gesture,” 
Grimshaw said. “And the shoes 
did cheer me up, and my daugh- 
ter as well. I’ve always been a 
big fan of Malone’s so it’s nice to 
learn that he’s really a caring per- 
son.” 

Grimshaw doesn’t know what 
she’s going to do with the shoes, 
however.

Provo police 
offer Halloween 
safety guidelines

The Provo Police Department has 
issued a list of safety guidelines for 
children and their parents in order to 
make this Halloween holiday safe. 

“Halloween is usually a pretty suc- 
cessful evening in Provo,” said Karen 
Mayne, media relations representative 
for Provo Police Department. 

Provo police has advised parents to 
accompany their children while trick- 
or-treating. 

They have also warned parents not 
to invite trick-or-treaters into the 
house, to keep doorways and drive- 
ways lighted and to inspect their 
child’s candy before it is eaten. 

Safety precautions for children 
include carrying a flashlight, staying 
within their neighborhood and only 
visiting homes they know. 

Children should also wear makeup, 
instead of masks, to prevent obstruct- 
ed vision. 

Reflective and highly visible cos- 
tumes should also be worn so drivers 
can see them easily. Trick-or-treaters 
should only accept wrapped and pack- 
aged candy. 

Provo police have also told children 
to respect the property of others. 

“There is a problem with overly 
excited children and pedestrians that 
are not careful to watch traffic. 
Vandalism is sometimes an issue with 
older kids, but there hasn’t been seri- 
ous problems in the past in Provo,” 
said Mayne. 

Halloween is a custom that began 
from the Celtic “Festival of the 
Dead.” All Hallow’s Eve developed 
pagan traditions during medieval 
times that included believing in elves, 
fairies, goblins and witches, who were 
believed to fly on All Hallow’s Eve. 


Swiss banks, Jews

WASHINGTON — Switzerland’s 
U.S. ambassador said Wednesday that 
Swiss banks have mishandled some 
aspects of the controversy involving 
Holocaust survivors assets held by 
Swiss banks. 

“From a human point of view, some 
real mistakes have been made,” 
Ambassador Carlo Jagmetti said at a 
Swiss Embassy news conference. 

Jewish groups claim Swiss banks 
hold $7 billion in assets and interest 
belonging to Jews. 

Swiss banks say they have found 
about $32 million in unclaimed assets 
that could have belonged to European 
Jews or other non-Swiss residents 
during the war. 

Jews and others opened Swiss bank 
accounts as a safe haven for their 
funds as the Nazis rose to power. 

Jagmetti urged Congress, Jewish 
groups and the news media not to 
jump to conclusions before all the 
facts are in on the banks’ role in deal- 
ing with Nazis during and as World

ANCHORAGE — The body of a 


police officer killed in a domestic 
dispute that also cost the lives of two 
children and the killer was returned 
to Utah for burial. 

Officer Dan Seely, a Brigham 
Young University graduate and a 
Price native, was shot in the face 
Saturday when he tried to serve an 
arrest warrant on Paul Ely Jr., 28. 

Ely. then shot and wounded his 
estranged wife, Christina Ely, and 
shot and killed their children — 
Jessica, 5, and Corey, 4 — before 
turning the gun on himself. 

Utah Highway Patrol Lt. Verdi 
White said Seely’s body arrived in 
Utah, accompanied by a half dozen 
Anchorage police officers and his 
widow, Wednesday morning. 

The body will be driven to Price, 
where the UHP’s honor guard will 
participate in the funeral along with 
lawmen representing several differ- 
ent agencies across the state. 

Two thousand mourners filled the 
Anchorage Baptist Temple Tuesday 
night to pay their last respects.

Colonel sentenced to life 
for slew of apartheid crimes

PRETORIA, South Africa — A for- 
mer security police colonel who once 
described. himself as the apartheid 
government’s most efficient assassin 
was sentenced to life in prison 
Wednesday. 

Eugene de Kock, ite highest rank- 
ing officer convicted so far for 
apartheid crimes, was sentenced to 
two life terms for murder and conspir- 
acy to murder. 

A life sentence is the maximum pos- 
sible in South Africa, where the death 
penalty has been abolished. 

There remains a chance, however, 
that de Kock will not have to serve 
any significant prison time. Sometime 
in the next year or so, he faces a hear- 
ing before South Africa’s Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission, a panel 
with the authority. to grant amnesty 
and overrule the criminal courts. 

De Kock’s testimony in court, in 
which he admitted committing.a slew 
of crimes and implicated superiors, 
including a former president, were 
seen as.an effort to gain leniency from

War II and their handling of money 
belonging to Jews. 

“Accusations should not be made 
before records have been carefully 
analyzed, and sinister motives should 
not be attributed to measures taken 
out of genuine concern,” Jagmetti 
said.

He 
testified during a pre-sentencing hear- 
ing that his superiors, including then- 
President P.W. Botha, had ordered the 
attacks. 

Botha, who lead the country as 
either president from 1978 to 1989, 
oversaw the government’s effort to 
quash the anti-apartheid opposition. 
Botha has not responded to de Kock’s 
claims.

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Red Light- 
Green Light 
curbs smog

As the final days of October have 
brought snow and cold to the Wasatch 
Front, the Utah Department of 
Environmental Quality is gearing up 
for year five of its “Red Light-Green 
Light” program. 

The program is designed to curtail 
pollution problems caused by the 
nasty combination of winter inver- 
sions and auto and industrial emis- 
sions in the valley. 

The “Red Light-Green Light” pro- 
gram, spearheaded by the Utah Air 
Monitoring Center, will run from 
Friday through March 1 and will help 
to reduce emissions of the pollutants 
PM10 (particulate matter) and carbon 
monoxide throughout Salt Lake, 
Davis, Utah and Weber counties. 

PM10 is a pollutant created as a 
result of wood burning on polluted 
days. According to Carol Sisco, direc- 
tor of public information for the Utah 
Department of Environmental 
Quality, PM10 is emitted in such fine 
particles so they are easily inhaled, 
but impossible to exhale. 

“PM10 can be extremely damag- 
ing,’ Sisco said. “It can cause nose 
and throat irritation, bronchitis and 
lung damage.” 

According to Robert Dalley, manag- 
er of the Utah Air Monitoring Center, 
protecting public health is the number 
one goal. 

“PM10 and other pollutants like it 
can cause both chemical and. biologi- 
cal damage to the body,” Dalley said. 
“The particulate matter can be sus- 
pended in the air in solid, liquid or a 
waxy form, all of which can be 
inhaled and cause considerable health 
problems.” 

Last winter the national health stan- 
dard for PM10 was exceeded twice in 
Salt Lake County, while the health 
standard for carbon monoxide was 
exceeded once last year in Utah 
County. 

Dalley also said that encouraging 
Utahns to obey wood burning color 
signals is the most important part of 
this campaign. 

Wood burning conditions are identi- 
fied as green, yellow or red, depend- 
ing upon the amount of pollution in 
the air on a given day. A red light 
indicates burning is generally prohib- 
ited, yellow means it is a voluntary no 
burn day, and green means burning is 
allowed. 

Dalley also noted that yellow and 
red days are assigned, not because 
health standards have not been met, 
but because the numbers say ‘that the 
emissions aré*getting dangerously 
close to exceeding the limit. 

Disobedience to the light warnings 
can bring serious consequences. 


“Fines can be levied against viola- 


tors,” Sisco said. “First time offenders 
are charged up to $25, second time 
offenders pay $50 to $140 and third 
offenses face fines of $150 to $299.” 

Notification of-the daily status of air 
conditions along the Wasatch Front 
are provided by area newspapers, as 
well as television and radio stations. 

If a red light day occurs, people are 
asked to not burn any wood in stoves 
or fireplaces and to cut down on using 
their vehicles. | 

Cars are said to cause nearly half of 
the Wasatch Front’s pollution prob- 
lems. 

Last winter there were seven red 
days in Salt Lake and Davis counties 
and nine in Utah County. 

“Everyone can help,” said Acting 
Air Quality Director Ursula Trueman 
in a recent news release. “Consider 
taking. public transportation or caf 
pooling when pollution is bad, and 
avoid the use of wood-burning stoves 
or fireplaces.

In a speech at the conference, Peter 
Genereaux, chairman and CEO for 
the Utah Information. Technology 
Association said although Corel and 
Novell are the dominant technology- 
based companies in the county, there 
are more technology businesses inthe 
county than there are fast food restau- 
rants. Genereaux said the county actu-. 
ally accounts for 40 percent of 
Utah’s technology production. 

Genereaux said these businesses are 
full of opportunity, paying about 
$17,000 per year. more than the same 
jobs in other fields.of business. 
However, the biggest problem in the 
county is the lack of workers. For the 
businesses to stay competitive, they 
may have to pay their employees even 
more, he said. 

Ann Coleman, plant manager of 
Nestle Frozen Foods (Stouffer’s) in 
Springville, said the technological 
field isn’t the only power house in the 
county — blue collar work is also 
going strong. Coleman said because 
the Springville plant was built in 
1984, they have had to expand factory 
space three times.
